Selt-Kespcct. 

When the citizoun of Yiotoiia were 
called upon to select candidates to be 
members of toe Legislative Council of 
British Columbia, after the Union, 
there wore few amongst them who 
did not expect that tboy woro thon 
for tho first and lust time called upon 
to go through the farco of selecting 
candidates to bo approved by the 
Governor, for seats in a legislative 
body which is, so lar as its capacity 
for making lawsextonds, an oligarohy, 
and of tho worst kind, being imper- 
fect from its very foundation, for the 
members constituting the oligarchy, 
are subservient to tho will of ouo man. 
Two years havo passed away, and 
there is no improvement in our politi- 
cal status. It might perhupB bo profit- 
able, in view of the coming elections, 
to consider the causes ot this want of 
improvement ; Who Is to blamo ? Is 
it the people who are wanting in 
energy to insist upon and enforco tbeir 
rights? Or is it tho Governor of tho 
Colony who refuses to givo duo woight 
and rogard to tho v\ishos of the poople? 
It is impossible to say that some of 
tho responsibility of tho situation 
does not rest upon tho people them- 
selves; thore iB, and there always has 
been in this city a certain degree of 
apathy amongst those who might 
exert considerable influence by unity 
of aotion. Thoro is not sufficient 
Interest taken in tho Government of 
the country by owners of property, 
and persons in business in this city. 
The English part of the population 
are quite as much like temporary 
scjournors in the country as are tho 
foreigners. ThiB cannot be right, it is 
not good citizenship, no country can 
aspire to greatness whose inhabitants 
tako no interest in its good govern- 
ment. When the whole power, both 
Of making laws and administering 
them, is virtually loft in tho bands of 
a few who are in their turn dependent 
upon tbe Chief Exeoutivo, there must 
be a deflection from tho limited 
monarchical systom, which, to a 
greater or less extent, prevails in most 
civilized countries in the present age, 
to a mixture between docpotism and 
Oligarchy. Tbe citizens of Victoria 
are ready enough to complain that the 
country is ill governed, but they have 
not the energy to bxert themselves to 
bring the present unsatisfactory sys-. 
tern to an end. The issue is in the 
hands of tho poople, but if they are 
divided amongst themselves, they 
strengthen tho hands of the Govern* 
merit, by a manifestation of tbeir 
own weakness. It would really ap- 
pear from their actions that the 
_neonle of . this city are not fit to be 
trusted with anything approaching to 
self-government. There are many 
men carrying on business in Viotoria 
who have a fair amount of talent and 
business habits, and who wculd indig- 
nantly repudiato the imputation of be- 
ing little better than children, and un- 
fit to be trusted with the oontrol of 
affairs of any more importance than 
the buying and soiling of merchandise ; 
and yet those very men will not hesi- 
tate to proclaim to tbe world, that in 
their estimation the Colony is not fit 
to bo trusted with Responsible Govern- 
ment ; some will go so far as to aver 
that tho Colony is too young for 
Representative institutions. Now al- 
though the Colony itself is compara- 
tively young, its collective youth 
differs from individual and personal 
youth in this respect, that it has in its 
component parts, not only tbo ele- 
ments, but tbe fully developed bodily 
strength and mental onorgy nocossary 
for 8elf-governmont. We havo amongst 
ns many private individuals fully quali- 
fied to take a part in the ad ministra- 
tion ot publio affairs, and whoso local 
knowledge and oxporionco in Coloniul 
matters, would bo of infinitely greater 
sorvice than all the red tapoiRm 
of the most talented officials, whoso 
main object is to keep thoir own places 
with undiminished salaries. 

The Liberal Candidates. 

Dr. Powell has announoed himself 
»8 a candidato for tho representation 
of Victoria and E-quimalt in tho 
Legislative Council. Thoso who desire 
to see .tho people properly represented 
in tho Council will support thoso two 
candidates who havo declared them- 
selves in favor of Representative In- 
stitutions and Retrenchment. Tho Col- 
ony has had enough of sham institutions 
A farco it oleverly played is amusing 
enough when ono in disposed for a 
half hour's relaxation, but rogular 
play-goors would not bo satisfied with 
the beet or broadest furcos, if nothing 



more of an intellectual charactor were 
placed before them. The manager of 
my theatre who mndo tho attompt to 
amu'o an audionco with nothing but 
tbo lowest comedy, would soon bo 
starved outj unfortunately wo cannot 
starve our managor out, the people 
cannot stop tho supplies, thoy havo 
quietly submitted to be denudod of all 
roal voice in tho management of pub- 
lio affairs, and what is tbo result? 
Tho Governor of this Colony Booms to 
be doterrained to show that ho has 
tho power aB well as tho will to 
smother tho people's supposed share 
in tho Government with tho most 
completo ridiculo ; and has not hositat- 
od a sooond time to attempt to 
dpgrado tho colonists by dirooting 
thorn to select from amongst thoir 
follow citizens, candidates for his np» 
proval, as if they were schoolboys in- 
stead of reasoning mon. Mr. Sey- 
mour may think it a good joke 
to put tho poople of tho Colony in a 
position which is beneath absu'dity. 
It is tho pooDlo's own fault if they al- 
low him to enjoy his jokes at ihoir 
expense, wo havo had onoug i of ro« 
trogrossion, lot us put our shoulders 'o 
tbo wheel and puBli tho cumbrous old 
raachino to tho top of tbo hill, and 
when once wo have it thoro, let us 
take it to pieces and romodel it, bofore 
we start upon anothor journoy.

Owing 
to the loug continued heat, it bad com- 

* menced much earlier all over tho Briiish 
Isles than usual. Tho wheat crops turned 

„„'9Bt 23'Jch better than was espem-ed, the 

abundant yield qu the i_heay y .ja^dg more than r 
compensating for the deficiency on Jlighl 
gravelly ►oils, The spring corn crops are 
however, unsatisfactory, especially bailey, 
oats, peas and beans. The root crops are 
Baid to have suffered most, and may general- 
ly be considered lailures. Poiatoos are ex- 
cellent in quality, entirely free from disease 
but remarkably an all ; turnips, beets, hay, 
&c, will range at ruinous prices. Many ol 
the fioBBt English pastures will have to be 
reaown with seed, so cotnplelely is tbo turl 
burnt out. Tha want of water baa had a 
disastrous effect on animal and vegetable 
lile, from which the country ilia said can- 
not recover under a year's time. 

From tub Sound.— The steamer Eliza 
Anderson arrived from the Sound at 2

^ detained at Port Townsend by tho fog. She 
m brought twenty°nine passengers.

Coulederatioii aud Ami-Confederation 



Another r-xieuiilic involution. 

Subjoined will be found an extract from a 
Cupe paper kindly loaned us, giving au in 
tetesting account ol a revolution recently ef 
fecled in the rigging anil working of sea- 
going vtssola. If the particulars given of the 
brignntine Formica, only approximate the 
truth, tho long desired economy in maritime 
matters is at last accomplished ; for the ves 
sel in question, the build, rigging, steering, 
speed, capacity, and number of crew is cor 
taiuly a modern wonder. 

Improvement in Ship-biuginu. — The St 
Helena Guardian of Muy 23rd says : "On 
Wednesday la-t arrived in the port ol J.imtu 
fown', the Norwegian tfiree-rnasted echouuer 
or brigantine Formica, Captain Thorsten, 
uo her way to Singuporo lo Gibraltar, for 
orders. We notice this arrival because Bhe 
is a remarkable vessel, and beinp tne first of 
a fleet in procoss of construction by an euior 
piishig builder, M L/ic*6, of Toneberg, in 
JSsrT.w*.'.* v.)xvb y'iSm ibin. ,v.«jise! belongs, 
and is "owned by Mr A Bull of that plac<; 
She is built and rigged on tbu lattsl scien'i- 
fio principles, lor the particular of which we 
are indebted to tho kindness of our f.llow- 
lownsman, W Carrol, Esq, Norwegian Con- 
sul at this port. As some details of her 
structure muy bo interesting xo those who 
wish to be informed on tbeso matters, we 
will endeavor to describe them us near ns 
possible with thu means at our command; 
hut this description must necessarily tail 
short of what un inspection of the ves-el 
would convey to the minds of those who Had 
an opportuuity of seeiog the vessel beloro 
she bad taken in her cargo. Experience nus 
shown that lha new principles of working 
vessels by means of mechanical appliances 
of recent invention have engaged ihu atten- 
tion ol nautical men, with tho view of lessen- 
ing the labor olihe mariner and adding to 
the efficiency of the vessels. Tho Formica is 
a vessel built and riggod on tbe.-e 
p inciplea. Her lopmusts are stepped quite 
differently to any other vessel that we know 
of, and can bo lowered abaft the lowermast 
without interfering with the yards; aod in 
addition lo this, are streugthi ned at the 
very point at which masts on tho old prin- 
ciple are tho weakest. Among other pecu 
liunties iu the construction of the Formica, 
is that every plank is bolted edgeways, and 
beiwean the ceiling and the limbers there is 
a complete basket- work of iroo throughout 
the whole lower hold, which is encompassed 
only by cros 'beams fo> 3 and alt. She cuo 
carry nearly 51)0 tons of cargo at only twelve 
feet drauiiht of water ; her greatest Bpced is 
fifteen knots ; and during ono voyage she 
averaged ten knots pur hcur lor eighteen days 
successively, With the exception of ber fo e 
and main-lop-gallaot-sails, all her sails ure 
reeled and lulled nn deck ; and the gallant 
na\\-, when clewed up, are from an im • 
proved method, so snug that they may 
tie said to be well stowed. From 
luiti 'appliauuo it is not necessary lor 
any ol the crew to go aloft in order to 
-horten sail, On ner lore and main yards 
runs what is ucbnically tercel a ' ravolhr 
much resomolmg ibe rails upon whiob an 
ordinary railway earriage runs. When Ibe 
fmesail or the mainsail is required to be 
laken in, the oulhaulers lea ling to each yard 
arm are let go, and the sail is trailed up in 
a momt'Dt into the centre of tho yard, instead 
of the ordinary method ol clewing up. A 
similar line ol rail runs abaft ich in, hi up 
and down which the gaff navels, thus dis 
pausing with must-hoops. The loro and all 
irysmls are reeled by being rolled rouud the 
f>oom, which 

pie; so that one mau Can reol theie sai 
quickly as' six times that nnmoer could turl 
them under tha old system, fciha has a spar 
deck loro and aft, aod her main deck, which 
is about ono hundred leel in length arid six 
leal biiih, is well adapted lor carrying either 
cargo or pa i ingera. Her chum plates are 
iuvisible, and she bus no bulwark", bui 
merely a top gallant rail of ab ut uichteeri 
niches high. Her rudder iB so aduptod that 
she can be steered Irom tho 'tween decks, or 
even Irom the cabin, it required, which evi- 
dently is of great advantage, and a boon lo 
the helmsman in case of lha vessel encoun- 
tering a storm. Tho vessel requires htile or 
uo ballast even when gmug lo seu. Sue is 
tJuill ol beech, and ii classed A L ul Lloyd's 
lor seven yeurs;. II or crow nuinbors nine 
men all told, and tho watch — four mao— o ,n 
put her under close reefed canvas in alow 
minutes. Her construction is well worthy the 
attention of shipbuilders, as sho will, no 
doubt, prove to he a lucrative vessel, both to 
shippers and owners." 



Editor Colonist, — One point clearly 
made out by tbo Confederates ar>d which 
thoir opponents do not attempt to deoy, is 
that Borce change in the Government of tbis 
Colony is necessary. The nature and extent 
of the changes are the ground of debate 

Advocates of Confederation think that 
nothing short of j lining '.he Dominion will 
serve us, and try to show how the Cimadians 
would mako our roads, pay our r'ebts, aod 
treul us in other respects sb a prodigal son ; 
but not making it very clear that we should 
not have to pay lull market price for Ibe 
fatted calf. It certainly occurs to me as 
probable that whenever it becomes known 
that British Columbia is getting more than a 
fair share of the porridge, tho rest of the 
Dominion will sco to it that sbo puts in a 
proportiouate quantum of meal. Be this as 
it may, let the terms of admission bo ever 
bo templing, I would ask — is it wise to rnBb 
heodlong whence there is no retreat r If ull 
were going smoothly, if everything prospered 
in the New Dominion, if no word of regret 
were heard from auy of the colon ice already 
incorporated, there would bo excuse for our 
huete to share their happiueBs. Or if the 
ohoice were only between Confederation and 
a continuance of our present state, then also 
no voico would oppose the promptest action. 
But what are the facts ? Nova Sootia is 
crying moro loudly lor repeal thun we lor 
Union, and the only answer to her cry is 
Too Late I Yet il Confederation ia good 
for ua, ono would Buppose that with still 
stronger reason it should he good lor Nova 
^cotians, and if bud for them, it musi be 
wnrso for us. Neither is Confederation our 
only means of escape liom the slough iu 
which we now are. Half tho energy oui- 
ployed to proraoto Confederation, if properly 
directed, would procure for us a lorm ol 
Government suited to our position and our 
wants— tbo appointment of a man of ut least 
ordinary capacity in place of our present iu- 
capuble Governor. A lighter civil list ard 
eoouomy in all departments would natutallj 
follow, aud from these, strict punctuality in 
payment of interest and debentures ; and 
when it is seen that our obligations are 
promptly met^jvo sball only have lo ask to 
get all the money we need at six per cent. 
This alone would give an impetus to public 
works of utility aDd expand tho germs ol 
prosperity alreudy visible in our mineral, 
muoulucturing and agricultural interests. 
And why should it be necessary to Confed- 
erate in order to mako the Wugon Road ; 
should not this rather bo a preliminary step 
to Confederation ? If, as asserted, it would 
conduce to the welfare of both Bides of the 
mountains, what easier than to arrange for 
its construction 1 tho cost to be borne by 
the parties benefitted in proportion. If not 
required, tho promise of a road is merely 
bait. 

Then with an extra year or two of ex- 
perience of tho wurkicg ol Confederation we 
might treat calmly and evenhanded for ad 
mission if so inclined. We are told that, 
do wuat wo may, Confederation is our des 
tiny; but that now we may name terms, 
hereafter not. Do not believe it ; until we 
wish to join and Canada wishes to have us 
wo shall bo free to jog on in single blessed-, 
ness. I am not opposed to Confederation, 
but only to precipitancy. I wish that in our 
anxiety lo escape present ills which aro re- 
mediable, we may not run into dangers 
which, though wo may not see them, the 
cries of those before should lead ns to bus 
pect, and from which there ii no retreat.
